O n e in co u n tin g each ballot 
a vote, w hatever num ber of nam es it may co n ­ 
tain, provided it do not ex ceed the number re­ 
quired.

the superior convenience of the latter 
mode, w ithout stopping to inquire whether 
it tallies w’ith the. constitution, unless the u n ­ 
warranted im plication in the last paragraph is 
intended to infer such inquiry.

constitutional m ode. 
1 hold that the co n sti­ 
tutional rights o f the people should n ever be 
trifled with for mere purposes of exp ed ien cy 
or co n v en ien ce.

candidates,” the constitution requires that any 
candidate m ust, to he elected , have a majority 
o f the “ for,” or affirmative votes, m anifestly 
im p lyin g that blank votes are negative votes, 
and that the voter has a r’g h t to em ploy that 
method of opposing an election if he chooses. 
T o say that a voter w ho g o es to the polls and 
deposits a blank vote, stands indifferent, is a 
preposterous assum ption, and cannot be e n ­ 
tertained without doing violence to com m on 
sense. 
E very vote 
deposited 
represents a 
voter, and any law w hich did not recognise 
that principle, would he a palpable violation of 
the constitution. 
C o n v en ien ce and e x p e d i­ 
ency have already frittered aw ay en o u gh o f 
the sound principles o f the constitution, and 
it is high tim e that the people should look to 
it, that w hat rem ains may be preserved 
If 
the Legislature are about to en act a law to 
regulate election s, it is hoped there will be 
found am ong its m em bers en ou gh o f co m m o n 
sense and indep en dence o f precedent author­ 
ity, to guard against further en croachm ents 
upon the rights o f elections.
